THAT TWIN RELIC OF BARBARISM. 


Those living at a distance from the 
Territories subject to Mormon rule 
have but a faint idea of the fearfully 
demoraliZing influence of polygamous 
practices upon the communities where 
they exist. Those brought face to face 
with this iniquitous system denounce 
it in unmeasured terms, and sound an 
alarm which it would be well for the 
nation to heed. With all the revolting 
connected with human slav- 

ery, the institution was not, on the 
whole, so demoralizing and damning 

‘as is the institution of polygamy. 
Gov. Irwin, of Idaho, and Sengiser, 
delegate to Congress from that 
territory, were interviewed a few days 
since in Chicago, and the statements 
made by them are well calculated to 
arrest the attention of every thought- 
ful person who has the country’s wel- 
fare at heart. These gentlemen stated 
that politics in Idaho turned only 
upon the Mormon question, for there, 
no less than in Utah, the Mormon ele- 
ment is a strong one, and something 
more powerful than the Edmunds bill 
will have to be brought to bear upon 
it by the Government. This bill, these 
gentlemen claimed, “is all right, as 
far as it goes, but being founded upon 
a basis that Mormons will not commit 
perjury, the provisions of the bill are 
inadequate to the situation. The ma- 
chinery for carrying out the law 
reaches only to Utah, and Idaho, there- 
fore practically receives none of the 
benefits intended.” 


Aside from the immoral- 
ities sanctioned by the Mormon 
Church there are other 


evils, which, if permitted to grow, will 
tell upon the future safety of the re- 
public. Stronger than law and loyal- 
ty, overtopping all love of home and 
country, is the rule of the Mormon 
priesthood. Of the regard of the Mor- 
mons for the government of the United 
States, Sengiser said: 

Mormons are more disloyal to this 
government than the most unciyilized 
race of the earth. In their processions 
they treat with contempt the flag of our 


country. They permit the stars and 
stripes to drag in the dust, and the

worse than disloyal; it is infamous, and 
every syllable of it is impregnated with 
death to the government of the United 
States. 


One of the remedies suggested by the 
delegate from Idaho is the passage of a 
law by Congress prohibiting any man 
who obeys the order of the priesthood 
from taking a hand in public affairs 
of any description. Also, a very 
stringent marriage law, compelling a 
complete record of every marriage, the 
birth of every child, and who are the 
parents. ~ 

People living outside of these lim- 
its, he says, ‘have no ideas of the 
looseness in morals. Illegitimate off- 
spring are born by the wholesale, and 
incest 1s constantly occurring. These 
people ought to be disfranchised, be- 
causegthe evil is so terrible that you 
cannot get a jacket too straight for 
them. The necessity for public schools 
is absolutely imperative to break up 
Mormonism among the coming genera- 
tions. * . * We need the 
assistance of the good people in this 
country, and we must have it, in order 
to wipe out the greatest disgrace that 
was ever ktiown to mankind.” 

Sengiser 1s now in Washington, and 
it is to be hoped that he will be suc- 
cessful in arousing the attention of 
Congress to the growing enormity of 
the Mormon evil, and securing there- 
for some effectual legislation.

May Snow-stérms and June Glories—A Spirit- 
leas Tourist Doing the Valley in 
a Rocking Chair. ~~ 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.| 


Yosemite, June 14, 1883.—Dur- 
ing the past winter but little 
snow fell in the Yosemite Valley. On 
the first of April the stages commenced 
running, and the hotels were opened a 
month in advance of ordinary seasons. 
The roads were in good Condition, 
and many tourists came in who wished 
to avoid the inevitable dust of the 
summer months. After our arrival, 
April 26, three perfect days were given 
us, and them came storms and storms. 
In more than two weeks there were 
but two or three days that were not 
“cold and dark and dreary.” Yosem- 
ite hotels are apparently constructed 
for summer guests; but we gathered 
in the large parlor (occupied by Presi- 
dent Hayes’ party during their sojourn 
in the Valley,) where the open 
fire of blazing pine logs made all 
indoors comfortable, and many 


devices were planned to_ hasten 
Time’s flight. The roads leading into 
the valley were soon in a most deplor- 
able state, and stages due at 2 o’clock 
frequently did not eh until eight 
in the evening. It waS-very entertain- 
ing to watch the newcomers as they 
crowded around the cheerful fireplace, 
and listen to their comments. In spite 
of a thorough drenching some were in- 
clined to make light of the journey’s 
discomforts, but the great majority 
enlarged upon their woes,—imildly or 
with vehemence, according tu tem- 
perament. The more vociferous blamed 
the rains for comii'g at the exact time 
to interfere with their pleasure, the 
roads ior béing so muddy, the stage 
company for not keeping the roads in 
better order, the stages because they 
‘* jolted,” the hotels because there was 
not a fire in every room, their friends 
for advising them to come 
so early in the _season,—every- 
thing and every body (except their 
precious selves) was found worthy of 
censure. 

hen one travels thousands of miles 
affa can spend but a few days in Yo- 
semite, itis certainly aggravating in 
the extreme to be obliged to spend 
the precious hours in a parlor, not- 
withstanding the parlor may be very 
pleasant under ordinary circumstances, 
when one feels that if every moment 
is improved the time will be all too 
short to catch more than a glimpse of 
the wonders. Some of the tourists, 
intent on making the most of their op- 
portunities, donned waterprocf and 
rubbers and walked out when there 
was an interval between storms, or 
paced up and down on the long veran- 
das watching the Yosemite fall (di- 
rectly opposite Cook’s Hotel), as it 
swayed from side to side, half ob- 
scured by clouds, and seemingly flow- 
ing from them. 

One stormy afternoon a plucky lady, 
— would that her mantle might fall on 
some of her weaker sisters !—started 
with her husband and the guide for the 
snow-trail to see the Vernal and Ne- 
vada falls. It was an especially dis- 
agreeable day, for it rained without 
ceasing; but she was determined to 
see uhe cataracts formed by the main 
river, and this was her only chance, as 
her party left by the morning stage. 
So she clothed herself in water-proof 
garments, and though her sight-seeing 
would doubtless have been more grati- 
fying under other circumstances, she 
returned in high spirits and declared 
that she was more than satisfied with 
the expedition. 

A member of a large excursion party 
that was here during pleasant weather 
presented a strong contrast to our en- 
ergetic friend. This excursionist could 
stay but two days, and the first she 
spent in bed, though she made no 
pretensions to being an _in- 
valid. She refused to visit Mirror 
Lake the next morning on the plea 
that she could not get up so early, 
(carriages start for the lake at 6:30 a. 
mM.) She intended to drive about the 
valley in the afternoon, but after ma- 
ture deliberation, concluded it would 
be too warm, and the jolting might 
make her head ache. She thought she 
would take a walk after awhile. Per- 
haps she did; but 1 happened to be 
at the hotel all the afternoon, and 
every time I passed the parlor she was 
gently swaying back and forth in the 
same rocking chair. I could have for- 
given the woman if she had only gone 
out on the veranda and watched the 
ever-varying fall, or studied the rug- 
ged walls on either side rising higher 
and higher till they culminated in 
Eagle Peak, or speculated about the 
Lost Arrow, or inquired about Indian 
Canyon, through which H. H, made 
her exit from the valley years ago, or 
noticed the rosy sunset glow on Cloud’s 
Rest, or displayled ‘the slightest 
interest in anything except herself. 
But there she sat with folded hands, 
staring into the great empty fireplace, 
or talking with any one that was fool- 
ish enough to sit near her; and the 
burden of her conversation was the 
discomfort she experienced coming 
into the valley, and her dread of the 
return trip. Assuredly there are many 
types of people in this world, and all 
who visit Yosemite are not enthu- 
siasts. 

On the sixth of May we had a grand 
snow-storm,—a refreshing scene for 
tourists from Southern California, to 
whom the lofty snow-covered cliffs, 
crowned with dazzling white-pine for- 
ests, together with the adjacent coni- 
fers on the valley floor, whose spread- 
ing branches bent beneath the weight 
of the fast-falling flakes, formed an 
unwonted spectacle long to be remem- 
bered. 

A thunder-storm occurred during the 
evening of May 10th—another novelty 
to dwellers in the southern couties. I 
enjoyed it even more than the snow. 
Such vivid flashes of lightning I had 
never seen on this coast, and never 
heard such thunder-claps as reverbe- 
rated again and again, from steep to 
steep, up and down these canyons. 

Since May 15 we have had bright, 
clear days--a trifle too bnght and 
clear, the tourists thought, as they 
slowly climbed the trails when the 
thermometer registered 98 d ; 
But the weather has moderated, and 
Yosemite is all that could be desired. 
Without doubt June is the month of 
months to spend in the Valley, for now 
the falls are at their height. The trees 
have not lost their freshness of spring; 
the green meadows, starred with vio- 
lets and daisies, stretch to the low 
banks of the Merced; plumy ferns 
wave in their hiding agri and the 
azaleas, more beautiful than all the 
other flowers, are putting forth their 
fragrant white blossoms, delicately 
tinted with buff or pink. * %

conditions, perforce the result of pass- 
ing through a transition period, aided 
by its now relative nearness to the 
“States” and its new peopling. As 
the star of empire shines for all, we 
are not sure but that California, with 
agriculture instead of gold, as the 
basis of its future prosperity; with 
new and practical elements in its rap- 
idly increasing population, instead of 
a code of laws that recognizes gam- 
bling as the chief industry, as was the 
case in its early days; with new and 
fresh aspirations permeating its society 
of all classes; with a general disposi- 
tion to live for the future and a name, 
taking advantage of all its blessings,— 
blessings that are resultant of pheno- 
menal effects,—gold, wheat and the 
grape being the tripodal factor of its 
future greatness,—we are not sure 
that 1t may not be said of California— 


“To! I uncover the land, 
Which I hid of old in the west, 
As the sculptor uncovers the statue 
When he has wrought his best,” 


Caiifornia expects much from the 
completed Southern Pacific Railway, 
believing that it reaches the resident 
of the south of Europe with one hand, 
and will land him in Southern Califor- 
nia with the other, and we hear that 
that railroad company are making ex- 
tensive preparations to let the people 
of the wine-growing countries of ku- 
rope know precisely what they can do 
in this State, The European fruit- 
grower finds all his acquired know 
edge useful in Calfornia, with a mu 
more extended opportunity for its use. 
In addition to all this, the Central Pa- 
cific Railway Company, which has 
heretofore been more of an obstacle 
than an advantage to the growth of 
the State, has of late adopted a more 
liberal policy towards the producers 
and shippers there, in the way of 
transportation charges, besides offer- 
ing unusual inducements to emigrants. 

No doubt California has been a 
sealed book to many people in the At- 
lantic States and in Europe. Ex- 
Senator David Davis, who bas been 
visiting there, speaks in glowing terms 
of its climate, the hospitality of its 
people, and its vast agricultural, horti- 
cultural and timber resources, and 
what he has seen there is a new re- 
1 tion to be ever remembered. 

We also learn that an organized ef- 
fort is being made to attract the at- 
tention of the emigrant towards Cali- 
fornia. Indeed, a comparatively large 
new population has been added 
to the State during the past 
six months, and the promoters of 
the scheme, coupled with the efforts of 
the emigration commissiongrs of the 
State,now have every reason to expect 
a large «ugmentation of brawn and 
brain to the State right steadily from 
this time on. The cutting up of large 
ranchos there into small farms at rea- 
sonable prices; the healthfulness of 
the climate; the certain market for its 
many productions ; the new order of 
society there, and its nearness to the 
States by reason of the new and addi- 
tional means of railroad commuuica- 
tion, 1t seems to us are sufficient to 
make California a great commonwealth 
in the near future as it is to-day, the 
‘phenomena of the country in its 
various products. 


The Evil of the Time. 
From the Oakland Times.| 

The Eastern papers at last confess 
the breakdown of the Edmonds Mor- 
mon bill. Itis utterly inadequate to 
control the evil of polygamy. It will 
fall to the lot of the coming Congress 
to devise statesmanlike means to cut 
out the Utah cancer. The mass of 
Utah Mormons are densely ignorant. 
The propagandists sent abroad by the 
church work no longer amongst people 
of intelligence, but appeal only tothe 
lowest and most ignorant in Europe. 
These are coming here in shoals, and 
their labor is mortgaged in advance to 
tithing officers of the church, who 
take one-tenth of all they earn and 
produce every year to support in lux- 
ury the successors of the Prophet and 
provide a fund on which to organize 
treason. 

This Mormon question must soon 
reach a settlement. A generation of 
polygamists born to the foul traditions 
of the practice is now grown to man- 
hood, and others follow it. They are 
taught to look upon the Government 
asan enemy; to cherish the filthy 
practices of their sect aa divine ordi- 
nances. They are multiplying rapidly 
and the recruits from the purlieus of 
Europe are coming over, ready for any 
desperate enterprise to which they are 
ordered by their spiritual leaders. 
They know no government and ac- 
Knowledge no authority but the 
church, and are ready to obey her im- 
plicitly, no matter where she leads. 

No matter what legislation is aimed 
at this institution, it will probably 
have to be enforced by the sword. A 
division of the Territory into four 
parts, to be attached to four contigu- 
ous States and Territories, may yet be 
possible as a dilution of the power of 
the church, by dividing its y up 
among civil jurisdictions in which a 
majority of votes can be cast against 
its influence. But the increase of the 
infamous system is so rapid that this 
cure may not long offer an efficient 
remedy, and then violence only will 
offer an arbitrament that might have 
been found in wiser measures adopted 
at an earlier stage. 

We have, for cause, moved to stop 
the importation of a non-assimilatin 
Chinese population,-and yet the Chi- 
naman comes here expecting to sub- 
mit to the lawif he break it. Why 
not stop the importation of a polyga- 
mous and abominable population, 
which comes already under contract to 
break and defy the law? Every po- 
lygamist who lands is a sworn enemy 
of our laws. Worse than that, he is a 
sworn enemy of our homes, our fam1- 
lies, our civilization. The government 
which cannot find a way to forbid its 
rts to such a population will soon 
casting around for means to save 
its hfe from the treacherous Phalic 
worshippers whose filthy temples it 
has sheltered under the mistaken idea 
of religious liberty.

AN ARCTIC TRAGEDY. 


Aboard the Whaler 


Mutiny 
Lucretia. 


The Ringleader Shot Dead by Captain 
Edmund Kelly—the Kevolt Sup- 
pressed. 


San Francisco Bulletin.) 

Captain Edmund Kelly, of 
the steam whaler Lucretia, re- 
turned from the Arctic Thurs- 
day, by the schooner Wild Ga- 
zelle, leaving his vessel in com- 
mand of Mr. Jefford, second offi- 
cer. The Lucretia sailed from 
this port December 19th, but up 
to the-time the Captain left her, 
not one whale had been caught. 
The seasén is reported to have 
been one of the hardest on rec- 
ord, ice reaching as far south. as 
St. Paul. 

All went well on board the 
Lucretia until March 22nd,when 
a heavy gale blowing, and being 
in the vicinity of ice, Captain 
Kelly ordered the mainsail taken 
up. No one responded, the 
watch having gone below. They 
were ordered out, but a French- 
man named “Joe” refused duty 
and applied a number of vile 
epithets to the Captain. 

SPIRIT OF INSUBORDINATION. 


Finding the man intractable, 
the Captain put him in irons 
and confined him tothe wheel- 
house. Some symptoms of in- 
subordination were manifested at 
the time by the rest of the crew 
notably by one John Madden, a 
native of New York, of Irish 
patronage who approached the 
Captain from behind in a threat- 
ening manner, but was drive off 
by one ot the mates. Shortly 
after the arrest of Joe the en- 
tire crew came aft and demand- 
ed his release of the Cap- 
tain, und as an alternative re- 
fused duty ina body. As a 
matter of course, the Captain 
refused to be dictated to and de- 
manded to know why they acted 
in such a manner, explaining to 
them the offense of which they 
were guilty was that of mutiny, 
and the penalties to which they 
laid themselves liable. In_ re- 
ply to Madden, an English sail- 
or named Albert Boyd, and a 
Swede named G. H. Anderson, 
replied that they had no com- 
plaint to make except that their 
shipmate had been put in irons, 
and that unless he was released 
they nor none of the crew would 
obey any order from their offi- 
cers.. The Captain informed 
them that if they would not 
work they could starve, as he 
would not feed them.- At this 
they jeered and dared him to 
stop their rations. They were 


in, and all provisions removed to 


that they be watched, lest tliey 
cut through into the store-rooms, 
and the men on guard discovered 
that part, at least, of the crew 
were loyal of heart, but were 
terrorized by the leaders in the 


mutiny, who threatened to mur- | 


der in his bed any man who 
would ‘“‘weaken.” 
*REFUSED TO PERFORM DUTY. 


The following morning the 
men were piped to quarters, but 
refused to respond, and jeered the 
officers who attempted to. talk 
with them, and threats were 
openly made against any one 
who would dare respond to the 
commands of his _ superiors. 
Matters remained in statu quo 
until six bells on the morning of 
the 24th, when a rush was made 
and the locks of the forecastle 
were forced. Headed by Mad- 
den and Boyd the men came 
forward demanding bread or 
blood. They were met by 
the Captain who demanded their 
serwices, but they replied again 
with insulting speeches and jas- 
tures. Hoping to make a div- 
ision among the men, the Capt- 
ain asked if there were any who 
would report for duty, and if 
no more if there was only one? 
At this the leaders again declared 
their intention to kill any 
one who would desert them, re- 
peating the words “bread or, 
blood.” 


THE CAPTAIN GETS HIS RBIFLE. 


Finding the case desperate,the 
Captain went aft for his rifle.and 
at the same time called on his 
officers the mate, cook, cabin 
hoys, etc., tosupport him. They 
ellcame out armed and anxious 
to aid in the suppression of the

The New Egyptian Canal. 


The New Egytian canal seems 
to be a foregone conclusion, not 
so much.on account of the inter- 
national complications attending 
the present Suez canal, but be- 
cause of the press of business 
seeking that way of transit to 
and from the Atlantic and In- 
dian oceans. A special meeting 
of all parties interested will be 
held in London some time during 
this present June for the pur- 
pose of considering the three 
schemes for the canal, which are 
as follows: First, a new canal 
parallel with the one now in ex- 
istence, to cost £6,000,000. The 
second for a canal from Alexan- 
dria up the Nile, passing north 
of Cairo to the Red Sea, and the 
third south of Cairo to the sea. 
Each of the latter, it is estimat- 
ed, will cost £12,000,000. A 
majority of the committee favor 
the Alexandria route. French 
opposition to these schemes is 
ridiculed, and the monopoly 
claimed by M. de Lesseps for the 
Suez company is considered un- 
tenable. An English syndicate 
has already received offers for the 
whole capital required. The 
present canal is bringing in 
about $50,000 per day, hence 
there can be no doubt but that 
with the constantly increasing 
rate of business, a second canal 
will pay from the start. No na- 
tion has the tithe of interest 
which England possesses in the 
undertaking, and there is no 
doubt but that English capital 
will put it through at the earl- 
iest day practical.

Madden, who had stood with 
his hand in his pocket, then 
sprang at his Captain and 
snapped a revolver in his face. 
The Captain pulled trigger, but 
his gun also hung fire. A scene 
of excitement then ensued, and 
several shots were exchanged, 
Madden’s pistol going off at 
the third trial, but tailing to 
take effect. He then sought 
shelter behind a boat, but was 
wounded in the left knee by a 
rifle ball from the chief engin- 
eer. The Captain then advanced 
upon the rest of the gang with 
his rifle clubbed not wishing to 
kill any ofthem if he could 
avoid it. 

THE RING-LEADER SHOT DEAD. 


Driving the others back he 
unmasked Madden, who, wound- 
ed though he was sprang out 
with his pistol in his left hand 
and a bowie knife in his right, 
but a bullet from the Captain’s 
rifle dropped him dead in his 
tracks. At the sight of their 
leader’s fall the rest of the mu- 
tineers, who had in the mean- 
time stood by partially inactive, 
began throwing their pistols in- 
to the sea and all called out for 
quarter. All expressed a will- 
ingness .to do duty and were or- 
dered to work with the excep- 
tion of Boyd, Anderson and an 
American sailor named Ben Mc- 
Cord, who were ordered aft and 
triced up to the rigging. A min- 
ute of the occurrences ot the three 
days was ordered made by the 
chief engineer and read to the 
crew, and a paper was also made 
out and signed by most of them 
exonerating the Captain and offi- 
cers from blame. The Captain 
left the vessel in perfect order to 
the command of the second offi- 
cer, Mr. Jefford, on the 22nd of 
April, and came south on. his 
way home. Up to that time 
there had not been a single catch 
by any of the fleet. The weather 
was the severest experienced for 
many years, and ice was abun- 
dant as far south as St. Paul. 
Captain Kelly is now in the city. 
awaiting any action the United 
States may deem necessary.

Fifty gallons 
of water, 5 ounces of bruised 


ginger, 5 ounces of ground mus- | 


tard; boil this mass 30 minutes, 
add a quart of yeast, and let it 
ferment from 10 to 14 days. 
Add six ounces of bitter almonds 
bruised, spirits and grains of 

aradise to. suit convenience. 
The more spirit the champagne 
possesses the greater will be its 
body. For coloring, use chochi- 
neal half an ounce to the 50 gal- 
lons.” 

He gives many other recipes 
for making “pure” liquors, which 
epicures in fine drinks would do 
well to consider. We exclaim 
with Mr. Gough, “Who are the 
biggest fools, those who will not 
touch the stuff, or those who are 
cheated with their eyes open!”

“THE TWO ABRAMS.” 


Eloquent Lecture by Major H. C. 
_ Dane at the University. 


Graphic Portrayal of the Uharacter and 
Uareer of Abraham Lincoln and of 
| James Abram Garficid. 


The announcement that Maj. H. C. 
Dane, who is well known to be one of 
the most brilliant and eloquent of ora- 
tors, would lecture at the University 


| last evening, brought out a large delega- 


tion of citizens, and before the hour of 
opening every seat in the ample chapel 
was filled. The University orchestra, a 
very creditable feature of the institu- 
tion, organized last January, favored 
the audience with some well-rendered 
music from the outside verandah, and 
thé hall was very handsomely decorated 


with wreaths, evergreens and 
vases of flowers, while just 
above the speaker's stand were 


two excellent portraits of the ‘‘two 
Abrams,’’ Lincoln and Garfield, the 
subject of the evening’s lecture. 

Gov. Downey prefaced the lecture 
with a few remarks, touching upon the 
present prosperity and future 
prospects of the University, con- 
gratulating the pupils the 
progress they have made, and 
then introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Major H. C. Dane, a brief sy- 
nopsis of whose lecture is herewith 
given. 

The lecturer said, in announcing his 
subject, ‘‘The Two Abrams,’’ that the 
character of many distinguished men 
was not unlike that of a landscape— 
distance lends enchantment to the 
view. Standing at Stuckton and looking 
at Mt. Diablo, it resembles at that 
distance, and from’ that level, 
a stately mountain, but coming closer 
to it, it assumes its just proportions, 
and becomes insignificant in compari- 
son. Unlike are the mighty Alps, which 
the nearer you approach the grander 
they become. It is thus with men, and 
the character of the two whose names 
are before us will not be understood for 
a long time or appreciated until this 
generation has passed away. 

Lincoln and Garfield both commenced 
at the very lowest depths of poverty. 
No boys ever had less prospects of suc- 
cess or fewer advantages to commence 
with. Lincoln was born in Kentucky in 
1809, in a little town in the back- 
woods, and first saw light, not, 
as commonly supposed, in a_ log 
cabin, but in a ‘lean-to’’ — lean- 
ing against a stable. His father was 
among the poorest specimens of the 
Southern ‘‘white trash,’’ a shiftless 
individual, moving about without pur- 
pose or enterprise. Of his mothe but 
little is known, and that little shows that 
there was a dark side connected with her 
history which threw a_ shadow 
over Lincoln’s life. She died when 
he was but ten years of age, and was 
buried without service or any sig nto 
mark her grave. Some time after, when 
a traveling minister passed through the 
little town, at the supplication of the 
boy a prayer was offered over her grave, 
but in after years it was noticeable that 
Lincoln never mentioned his mother’s 
name. Lincoln’s father some time after 
married again, and it was to his step- 
mother that the boy was indebted for, 
as he expressed it, the first feeling that 
he was a real human being. 

Garfield, the other Abram, descended 
from one of the best New LEng- 
land families, and was born in 
Ohio, where his widowed mother had a 
hard struggle with poverty to provide 
for the wants of her children. Many 
atime she went herself with but one 
meal that her little ones might not go 
hungry. No wonder Garfieid was proud 
of his mother, and when he reached 
that high position which he was destin- 
ed to occupy, is it strange that he ten- 
derly kissed his mother before the 
crowd that had gathered to witness his 
inauguration? 

The speaker traced Garfield’s histor 
from his earliest years, through hi« 
school and canal. boat experience, an: 
related the incident which firs 
led the future State representative’ 
general in the army, Congressman, 
Senator and President to determine to 
shape a career of honor for himscl'; 
and then, returning to Lincoln, he 
called attention to the fact that he had 
none of the advantages which surround- 
ed Garfield from the start, All the 
schooling Lincoln had was obtained in 
less than six months, and the secret of 
Lincoln’s success was his determina- 
tion to make the best use of every op- 
portunity, however small. He read all 
the books he could get hold of, and not 
only read them but absorbed their con- 
tents. He walked twenty miles at one 
time to obtain a grammar, and when it 
was in his possession he thorough- 
ly mastered its contents. He 
heard demonstration, aud 
when he desired to learn its meaning 
some one referred him to Euclid, which 
he obtained, and also thoroughly mas- 
tered. 

The speaker related magy amusing 
incidents of Lincoln’s early life, many 
of which were new to the audience. His 
struggle with poverty, his railsplitting 
experience, his business failure as a 
merchant doing business without capital, 
his legal studies and his early efforts as 
a writer for the newspapers, were all 
related in the lecturer’s inimitable man- 
ner, as well as an account of his dis- 
appointment and grief over the death of 
his first love, which grief for a 
time threatened to overbalance his 
mind, and cast a gloom over his 
entire life. His career asa law student, 
his partnership with Herndon, his elec- 
tion to the State Legislature, his oppo- 
sition to the introduction of slavery in 
the Territories, and his memorable con- 
tests with Stephen A. Douglas—all were 
related in such a manner as to throw 
much light on the real character of 
Lincoln. His final triumph and never- 
to-be-forgotten services for his country 
during the trying period of the Rebel- 
lion, culminating with the emancipation 
proclamation and the blow of the assas- 
sin, were all described, and the noble 
character of Lincoln was most eloquent- 
ly brought out. 

The familiar history of Garfield’s life 
from the time he entered the Federal 
army and helped to save Kentucky to 
the Union; his services at Chickamauga; 
his transfer to Congress, and his bold 
stand on questions of vital importance 
to the nation’s life: the bitter political 
campaign of 1880, the triumphant vindi- 
cation of Garfield by the people against 
the bitter personal slanders and abuse 
heaped upon him by his enemies; his 
inauguration and successful blow at 
one of the growing and threatening evils 
ofthe time, the abuse of political power; 
the tragedy of July, 1881; the weeks of 
suffering and patiént endurance, and 
the beating heart of sympathy felt by 
the people of two continents; his last 
ours, and the nation’s grief at 
his death, were all related with pathos 
and with a flow of graceful language 
rarely equaled, holding the audience al- 


with a tribute to the memory of both of 

these great men, showing the advantage 

their example should be to the boys and 

young men of the present day—an ex- 

ample of what pluck, indomitable 

energy and perseverance may accom- 
ish. ‘ 

Major Dane is certainly one of the 
most eloquent speakers that has ever 
visited this coast, and the public will 
learn with pleasure that he is to remain 
for some time in this city, probably giv- 
ing another public lecture at an early 


day.
